71ia control of brucellosis is still 
largc*y an Individual hercT problem 
to pe worked out iHtween the local 
veterinarian and the herd owner. 
First, the extent of the disease' In 
the herd must be determined. Then a 
herd history as regards brucellosis 
must be established, 

Tbe flnal control program depends 
on such factors as: the number of 
reactors In the herd; the ago of the 
animals; activity of the Infection; 'Un- 
portance of maintaining production 
and breeding lines, control and prop- 
er Isolation of newly purchased ani- 
mals. 

The control program may. tovolve 
both proper vaccination ' and blood 
testing. State and federal tows re-- 
latlng to Indemnity for cattle react: 
tog to brucellosis should .'Iso be thor- 
oughly understood by the herd. owner. 

.Va long as a single, infected animal 
remains, there will always be danger 
of spreading: .'tuberculosis to a dis- 
astrous number of cattle. The last 
source of Infection.., must .bo climi* 
natcd before we can let up in this 
flghL ' , 

Periodic testing ,of herds, on a bcrd 
or area basis, Is the only, way to be 
sure that new and serious flare-ups of 
bovine' T.B. will not occur. In areas 
where tuberculosis has Lippearcd In re 
cent years, veterinarians are advising 
yearly teats. In areas long free of 
the disease, it may not be accessary 
to make tests of tcner than every two 
or three years. . 

Following the tests, reactors should 
be slaughtered. Government funds 
are available to ' compensate the 
owners of the cattle thus destroyed. 

Livestock health authorities 
throughout the country are active to 
efforts to ftnlsh ott tho flght .against 
tuberculosis.
